Drummondii is a species with green and purple leaves, variegated with 
white, and is considered one of the finest. S. Psif/acina has short foliage, 3 
to 5 inches long, spotted with white. S. rwdra, leaves 12 to 18 inches high, 
red-purple flowers. S. variolaris, 6 to 12-inch leaves, spotted with white near 
the yellowish summit; yellow flowers. Lastly comes the more common Sh 
purpurea, with low purple leaves and purple flowers on a stalk a foot high.
